ashington, D. C., Jan, 24.—Within forty-

at a special meeting at the White House 
this morning between the President, Secre-

“The sending of the Maine to Havana 
means simply, the resumption of friendly 
naval relations with Spain. It is customary 
for naval vessels of friendly nations to pass 
in aud out of the harbors of. other countries 
with which they are at peace, and British 
and German warships have recently visited 
Havana. This is no new move. The Presi- 
Gent had intended to do it for some time, 
but heretofore something has happened to 
postpone it. % orders to the Maine mean 
nothing more than I have said and there 
is nothing alarming or unfriendly in them. 
. The Spanish Minister here is fully informed 
of what is going on, and so far as I know 
has not made the slightest objection to it.“

BLANCO LEAVES FOR THE FIELD. 


Subordinate Rebel Leaders Disposed 
to Surrender Are Ordered Shot 
by Maximo Gomez. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY GEORGE &. BRYSON.) 

Havana, Jan. 24.—[Copyright, 1808, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Captain General Blanco left 
Havana at 8 a. m. today for the field, leav- 
ing Senor Congosto as Acting Governor Gen- 
eral and General Parado in the military com- 
mand. The afternoon papers announce that 
General Blanco will embark at Batabano for 
Manzanillo direct. La Lucha intimates that 
he may visit Bayamo. He is accompanied 
by the Paymaster General of the army and 
other officers of the general staff. 

From Sancti Spiritus the wofd comes that 
various subordinate rebel leaders, who were 
disposed to surrender and accept the new 
autonomist régime, have been shot by Max- 
imo Gomes for this reason. Many Cubans 
who are anxious for peace are deserting the 
revolutionary cause, especially in Santa 
Clara Province. 

Advices from the headquarters of the 
revolutionary army, just received, announce 
General Mayea Rodriguez's retirement from 
the superior command on account of Ulness. 
He will, probably embark for the United 
States at the first opportunity to recuperate. 
General Pedro Diaz succeeds him as the ¢ec- 
end in command to Gomes in the personal 
direction of the operations in the three west- 
ern provinces—Matanzsas, Havana, and 
Pinar del Ric. Several other changes are 
also proclaimed. 

General Alexander Rodriguez has been re- 
lieved of the control of the forces in lia- 
vana Province and transferred to Matanzas. 
Genetal Juan Ducasse, formerly with Maceo 
and Rute Rivera in Pinar del Rio, succeeds 
Alexander Rodrigues. 

These changes, coupled with the arrival 
m Havana Province of six to eight Pundred 
rei ments from the districts further 
east, led by General AvVelino Rosas, chief 
of Maximé Gomes staf, with Quinten 
of Gomez's general staff, With.

DEFENDANT FNARS A TRAP. 


Rings Are Declared Not Those of His 
Missing Wife. 


DENIALS OF OTHER TESTIMONY. 


State’s Attorney Charles S. Deneen began 
the cross-examination of Adolph L. Luet- 
gert at 8 p. m. yesterday. The defendant 
gripped the arms of the witness chair with 
both hands and appeared to brace himself 
for a shock. He was relieved when Mr. 
Deneen asked him in an off-hand way who 
first suggested cleaning up the factory. 

Mr. Deneen brushed aside the long recital 


of the defendant’s birth, parentage, twin 


brother, boyhood, and rise in life, and went 
to the heart of the matter, piling question 
upon question regarding the whereabouts 
and actions of Mr. Luetgert during the 
twelve hours hours following 8:45 o’clock on 
Saturday evening, May 1. 1897. The defend- 
ant parried every inquiry regarding the (ime 
it took to make the soap, how long he re- 
mained at home, how long in the saloon, or 
how long in the bofler-room waiting for 
Frank Bialk to returm with the mineral 
water. To every question designed to fix 
the time when anything was done or how 
long it took to do it the same answer was re- 
turned, that he would not Attempt to fix 
the time. He could not say whether he was 
in the saloon one minute or two hours, and 
was equally in the dark regarding the time 
it took to turn the steam on and to regu- 
late it.

DETAILS OF THE TESTIMONY.

I asked him what 
was the matter and he told me that Fan- 
nie, my fox terrier, was after a rat. The 
dog couldn’t catch the rat, so I called it off. 
Charles had placed several cases and bar- 
rels up against the door leading between 
the two buildings in his efforts to help the 
dog get at the rat. Neither of us thought 
it necessary to put the boxes and barrels 
back again.” 

The witnese then repeated the story of 
discovering Ris children’s toy banks had 
been opened and emptied. This was on Sun- 
day, May 2, when he discovered his wife's 
absence. He also told of the various 
amounts of money he had given his wife 
during the few weeks prior to her disap- 
pearance. 


Never Tried to Kiss Mary. 


The witness denied that he had ever quar- 
reled with Mary Siemering or had threat- 
ened to discharge her, nor had he ever 
offered her work in the factory. He also de- 
med that he ever had tried to kiss the girl 
while she was visiting him in the factory.

I 
see you are awful worried, as they took you 
yesterday in the factory.” The old man 
looked all broke up as they took him in the 
factory. And so I asked him: What did 
they want you in the factory for? ‘ Wan, 
he says, ‘they want me to show them all 
around.”

It would not be thought trove the 

this old town that the most im 
dustrial struggle in the history of New 
‘England was There is no 
gathering in the saloons, no loud talk on 
the streets, not a sign of unusual excite- 
ment. The great cotton mills, where there 
ought to be some 9,000 people at work, are 
as quiet as the rest of the town. Neither 
side has made an advance for a settlement. 
The manufacturers point to the notice of a 
reducticn of 10 per cent in wages. and stop 
there. The labor leaders are bending every 
energy for the gathering of funds with 
which to feed the strikers during the long 
period of idleness they see ahead. 

Thus the struggle, upon whose issue de- 
pend directly the wages paid every cotton 
mill employé in the North, rests today. The 
efforts of the labor leaders to confine the 
strike entirely to New Bedford has been 
successful against the most earnest pro- 
tests of the rank and file in the unions at 
Fall River and other mill towns. 

Heavy sales of cotton goods for export 
since the present contest began show that 
the new scale of wages in the milis at Fall 
River and other towns where work has not 
been stopped has brought the cost of pro- 
duction below the English stan and 
America has reached a point in its in trial 
development when it can compete in the 
markéts of the world with all comers. A 
market has been found for the surplus of 
American mills, and American cotton goods, 
like American iron and steel, can go forth 
to foreign markets and hold their own. 

Thus the strike at New Bedford has a far 
deeper meaning than that which usually 
marks an ordinary deadlock between labor 
and capital If the strikers win here it is 
certain there must be an advance in wages 
at all other points or a general tieup of 
the textile industry. If they lose, wages 
are on the plane to supply foreign markets 
for some time to come. If the strikers win, 
their trade unions will become so firmly 
fixed that higher wages must prevail in cot- 
ton mills—higher than has ever been paid 
before. Trades union leaders are putting 
forth every effort to get the operatives into 
line for the future. Such an advance in 
New England mills will prove a tremendous 
impetus to cotton mills through the South 
and West and would mark the beginning

Kindergarteners Receive Committee’s 
Recommendation for a Sal- 
* ary Increase. 


One class of teachers of the public schools 
which has petitioned the Board of Education 
for an increase in salaries has had its re- 
quest granted as far as recommendation by 
the committee goes. At a meeting of the 
Kindergarten committee, consis of Mrs.

for the kindergarten teachers in accordance 
with their petition. 

The regular teachers in kindergarten work, 
who at present are receiving $500 a year, 
at the rate of $50 a month, will be given an 
increase of $25 a year until the maximum 
of $550 a year is reach Assistants, who 
are now receiving $350 & year, will be given 
an increase of $26 a yeaf until the maximum 
of $400 a year is reacced. The comm.ttee 
decided not to recommend all-day sessions 
of teaching for any one teacher. Whore 1: 
is found necessary to hold two sessiors: of 
the kindergarten classes in one day K is 
recommended that two sets of teachers be 
employed. The recommendations of the 
committee will be laid before the meeting 
of the Schooi Management committee. 

Hereafter the Board of Education will 
comply strictly with the letter of the law 
in the matter of paying the schoolteachers. 
Warrarts drawn on the City Controller, 
countersigned by the Mayor and g 
and certified by the President of the Board ot 
Education, will be the form of voucher is- 
sued for the use of the teachers in securing 
their salaries. A meeting at which this ac- 
tion was decided was held in Controller 
Waller's office. Heretofore the board has 
drawn the money from the City Treasurer 
and deposited the funds with the Royal 
Trust company, against which have been

I confess to Dubuque and Chicago as- 
sociations that I did them grieyOus wrong 
in accepting fellowship of the one and seek- 
ing that of the other. I herewigh request 
that my name be dropped from the roll of 
the Chicago association.“ 

Brown then goes on to say that he hopes 
his suffering may be a léssun of frighteous- 
ness to others.

SAYS HIS COUSIN SHOT HIM. 


John Taylor Talks of the Shooting in 
Hyde Park on Sunday 
Night. 


Residents in the Westchester Apartment 
Building, 5021 Cottage Grove avenue, who 
rushed to the rooms of John Taylor Sunday 
wight in response to a pistol shot, found 
Taylor lying bleeding on the floor and his 
cousin, Frank Taylor, bending over him with 
a pistol in his hands. The excited remarks 
of Frank Taylor and the presence of his 
young and handsome wife started many 
conflicting rumors, which were given greater 
weight by the refusal of the members of the 
Taylor family to discuss the affair or to 
make satisfactory answers to the police who 
attempted to investigate the case. 

The wounded man was shot through the 
right shoulder, the buliet lodging in the back. 
Dr. R. C. Wilson, who was called to the 
house several hours after the shocting, re- 
ported that the wound was not necessarily 
serious, but that the injured man had better 
be removed to a hospital and he was accord- 
ingly taken to Mercy Hospital, where he 
now lies. 

He gave a statement of the shooting yes- 
terday to Detective William Burke of the 
Hyde Park police. After refusing for a long 
time to say anything of the mattcr and de- 
claring that it was purely a family matter, 
the wounded man finally safd that his cousin 
had shot him accidentally. He said that 
Frank and his wife nad been visiting him 
and his mother. About 5 o'clock they start- 
ed for their home, 4144 Berkeley avenue. 
John told Frank to be careful or he would 
be held up. Frank replied that he was not 
afraid, for if anybody came at him he would 
shoot. He illustrated his words by jerking 
a revolver from his rocket and pointing it 
„ bal on a pair of heavy sealskin 
gloves. He has no forefinger on his right 
hand, and the empty glove finger struck 
the trigger and discharged the weapon. The 
bullet went into John’s shoulder. 

John declared that he and his cousin had 
always been chums, and that they had never 
had the slightest misunderstanding. 

Frank’s statement of the case could not 
be secured, as he left the city a few hours 
after the shooting for Des Moines, Ia., 
where he is employed by the National Piano 
company as traveling salesman. 

Mrs. Frank Taylor is a strikingly beautiful 
woman, and the story was at once circulated 
that the shooting was caused by jealousy. 
Mrs. Taylor said last night that there was 
not the slightest foundattor for the rumors. 
Her husband and herself had spent the after- 
noon with John Taylor and his mother, Mrs. 
Jennie Taylor. As they started to leave her 
husband and his cousin had talked of hold- 
ups, and her husband, in illustrating what 
he would do if told to throw up his hands, 
accidentally shot John in the manner de- 
scribed by the wounded man in his reluctant 
statement to the Hyde Park police. 

Mrs. Taylor wept as she told the story. 
Her husband, she said, was heart-broken 
at the sad occurrence, and would not take 
the train for Des Moines, where his firm 
had ordered him to report yesterday morn- 
ing, until he had been assured by the physi- 
cians that his cousin’s wound would not re-

Against the Investigation. 


J am in favor of investigating the com- 
mission to its fullest capacity,“ said Alder- 
man Coughlin, but if, as the commission 
claims, the legislative committee has no au- 
thority, I don’t see where we have, and I 
vote against the motion.”

Then Alderman Coughlin put in an order 
asking the Mayor to reappoint the street 
foremen recently discharged by the Civil 
Service commission on account of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. This met no 
better fate than Alderman Brenner's ordi- 
nance, the motion to set aside the rules for 
its passage getting only 30 votes to 29 
against it, a long way short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds. 

Alderman Portman put in an order com- 
pelling owners of buildings in which are 
openings for light and air to so protect them 
that men cannot get through, and wanted 
it passed at once. Asked what was its pur- 
pose, he said it was to prevent such suicides 
as have occurred at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building and the Masonic Temple. 

Mou can’t stop people from committing 
suicide by a Council ordinance,’ said Alder- 
man Powers, and at his suggestion it was 
sent to committee.

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PRESENTS “ THE DEVIL’S DISCIPLE ” 
AT THE GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 


| Analysis of the Author’s Work by Acts 
Summing Up of the Plot by Parson 
Anderson—Sacrifice by Dick Dud- 
geon—The Court Martial and the 
Hanging Scene—Characterizations 
by the Star, Mr. Johnson, and Miss 
Beatrice Cameron. 


: To say that The Dovil’s Disciple,” which 
Mr. Mansfield produced at the Grand Opera- 
House last night, is by far the best play 
which has been seen in Chicago this season 
would be to state the case mildly. Mr. Ber- 
ward Shaw’s latest dramatic effort is the only 
English or American play of the last few 
Fears which comes near the highest level of 
eramatic art; and when it is added that Mr. 
Shaw’s drama only reaches the high water 
mark for two out of four acts it will be 
abundantly apparent that dramatic art is not 
at the present moment in the most flourish- 
ing condition. 

In the first two acts of The Devil's Dis- 
ciple’’ the author has written an intensely 
dramatic story, simple, straightforward, in- 
evitable, and yet entirely unexpected. The 
dialogue is forcible, incisive, and very rarely 
smart: the characters are portrayed in bold, 
clear lines by the hand of an artist who 
knows exactly how to get his effects without 
adding a superfinous stroke. But there the 
play ends and the rest is merely clever dia- 
logue which any one with a contempt for 
tradition and a turn for epigram might have 
written. Even the hanging scene in the last 
act cannot by its melodramatic force rescue 
the close of the play from banality. 


Sums Up the Plot. 


The parson, Anderson, sums up the plot in 
a few words in the final scene. Dick 
Dudgeon is a bad man in the midst of a 
Puritan community. He smuggles, drinks, 
swears, disobeys his parents, and does every- 
thing else which a properly behaved son of 
a religious father should not do; he is in 
fact the Devil's Disciple. Mr. Anderson, 
the parson, is just the reverse. He is a 
God fearing minister of the Puritan church, 
devoted to his religion, full of Christian 
charity, and endowed with an abnormal love 
for his enemies. Yet when it comes to the 
crucial test the daredevil Dick goes to 
martyrdom like a religious fanatic, while 
the parson turns man of action, puts him- 
self at the head of the rebel troops, and 
saves the day for all concerned. Such is 
destiny. 

That is the whole story. Dick has warned 
the plous members of his family that the 
next rebel hanged will not be a ruffian like 
himself, but a preaching rebel, who, under 
the cover of religion, is inciting the people 
of a little New England town to sedition. 
As chance will have it the Inipious disciple 
of the devil finds himself sitting at tea 
with the minister’s wife when the English 
soldiers come to arrest their man. By a 
natural instinct, which is somewhat strange 
in a man who scorns the Christian doctrine 
of self-sacrifice, Dick Dudgeon allows him- 
self to be arrested in the parson’s place, 
kisses Mrs. Anderson, who begins to find 
her hatred for the heretic turning into love, 
tells her to make her husband fly since his 
staying cannot save either of them, and so 
goes to his fate. 

When Mr. Anderson returns he finds his 
house in darkness and his wife in a dead 
faint on the floor. By degrees he learns the 
true state of affairs and when the truth 
finally dawns upon him the old blood of the 
Cromwellian soldier tingles in his veins and 
in a moment he becomes a soldierand a man 
of action. Not even waiting to kiss his wife 
he starts immediately for the neighboring 
town to raise the populace. 


Work of the Author. 


There to all practical purposes the real 
drama ends; the rest is obvious. But in 
those two acts Mr. Bernard Shaw has done 
enough to place himself in the first rank of 
English writing dramatists. His work in the 
opening scenes is almost faultless, although 
it was occasionally marred last night by the 
performance; since several of the minor 


„characters forgot they were not comic opera 


Puritans. Dick Dudgeon’s attack upon the 
hypocrisy of his religious relatives is made 
with the fine modern weapon of invective 
which Mr. Shaw has manufactured, and yet 
there is no overstraining of the possibilities 
to get the proper effect. 

In the second act there is a little more of 
Mr. Shaw's philosophy, this time put into the 
mouth of the minister, not very original, but 
yet good in its place; as, for instance, when 
Mr. Anderson reminds his wife that hatred 
is far more Christian than indifference, be- 
cause it is nearer to love. 

Then come the two great scenes, first when 
Dick, left alone with Mrs. Anderson, becomes 
of a sudden a victim to the doctrine of self- 
sacrifice and plays the hero; and, secondly, 
when the minister of the gospel buckles on 
the sword. 

It is rather a pity any one should be aware 
of this sudden change of face before it comes, 
because the effect of the scene must lose by 
foreknowledge. The author is apparently in 
a dilemma. He cannot let the minister play 
the coward. An ordinary writer might have 
done that after starting out in the first act 
to laugh at religious hypocrisy. But Mr. 
Shaw is far too truthful for that. He knew 
perfectly well that Puritan ministers never 
were cowards. On the other hand, he might 
have sent the minister after Dick Dudgeon 


method of the uninventive playwright who 
could easily imagine a Christian becoming 
a martyr for a pure sentiment. Mr. Shaw 
makes Mr. Anderson do neither of these 
foolish things, but the one thing which, as 
soon as it is done, is at once seen to be in- 
evitable. The minister becomes a soldier, 
just as years before in the days of the Puri- 
tan revolution the soldier constantly became 
the minister. There is nothing so wonderful 
in it after all, and yet only a dramatist who 
is searching after truth would have thought 
of such an exhibition of character. 

After this everyone in the audience knows 
exactly what will happen; the minister will 
raise the country, and march back just in 
time to save Dick Dudgeon. No other end- 
ing is either desirable or possible, and so the 
genuine dramatic interest is gone. Then Mr. 
Shaw, to keep his audience amused, insists 
on being smart just as before he was brilliant. 


About. the Court Martial. 


It is practically certain that the third act 
with the court-martial will always please 
an audience better than any other part of 
the play at-first hearing. It is equally cer- 
tain that the end of the first act and the 
whole of the second will stand repetition 
long after the court-martial scene has ceased 
to amuse. 

In the first place the methods of carry- 
ing out the court-martial are absurd. The 
prisoner behaves well enough, although he 
cannot resist the temptation to be epigram- 
matic. But it is surely most unusual during 
the most sham of all sham military trials 
for the General in command to get up and 
chat amicably with the prisoner. And then 
the General is simply another and more in- 
excusable mouthpiece for Mr. Shaw. Mar- 
tyrdom, he says, is the only road to fame for 
men of no ability. Again, when Dick 
Dudgeon requests to be shot rather than 
hung, he replles: You speak like a civilian; 
evidently you do not know the British sol- 
dier’s powers as a marksman.” “ 

Remarks like these may pass, but when 
Major Swindon talks of a British soldiers 
doing his duty and the General answers, 
“You talk as if you were going to write a 
melodrama,” the disguise is far too thin. 


Such a remark could by no conceivable pos- 


sibility have been made by a Brit 
in the eighteenth century. That 
Shaw, pure and simple, just as of the 
dialogue in Lady Windermere’s Fan is 
undiluted Oscar Wilde. Es ee 
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Special mention should be made of the good 
work done by Mr. Johnson as the Presby- 
terlan minister. His reading of the second 
act was straightforward and exceedingly 
Spirited, while in manner he fully realized 
the requirements of the character. Miss 
Beatrice Cameron played the minister’s wife 
exceedingly well up to her lights. Nothing 
could have been more agreeably disappoint- 
ing than the absence of the agonized sob 
which used to ruin her acting in all emo- 
tional scenes. 

In a speech before the curtain at the end 
of the performance Mr. Mansfield was rather 
needlessly sarcastic. Of course speechmak- 
ing is a bad habit. But if the audience wants 
a speech it is surely simple enough to come 
in front of the curtain and say thank you.“ 
That always meets the occasion, and it can- 
not really hamper the actor in his work 
to be thinking of a few suitable words to 
express his thanks. At least if it is so, Mr. 
Mansfield must be less intelligent than most 
people imagine.

The keepers of these places were indignant 
ever the order, but all agreed that they 
would be compelled to obey it or lose their 
dicenses.

THE MAINE ORDERED TO HAVANA. 

The maneuvering of Americen warships 
off the Florida coast during the last few 
days, it is now announced in a Washiag- 
ton dispatch. has been followed by an order 
sending the Maine to Havana. This step, 
it is explained by the Navy department, 
has not been taken on account of the re- 
ceipt of any disturbing news from that 
quarter, but is the result of a détermina- 
tion to have our naval vessels resume their 
movements in Cuban waters with the same 
freedom as before the outbreak of the in- 
surrection. 

This process now seems a very simple 
one, especially as Germany has already 
shown us the way by sending two of its 
war vessels to the Cuban port. The won- 
der now is apparently that it should have 
been delayed so long. While over vessels 
have been hovering about the coast of 
Florida the ‘irascible Dons have been 
swaggering through the streets of Havana 
threatening dire consequences should the 
American government dare to take such 
a step. They, will probably be surprised 
themselves at the tameness with which 
they can atcept the inevitable, as well as 
the little effect such a friendly, every-day 
act has upon 72 | 22

| have met with a chorus of approval from 
Senators of parties, though some ap- 
pear to regret that the number of ves- 
sols composing the expedition is not larger. 
This is a defeet, however, that can be easily 
remedied on short notice and doubtless 
will be should there be occasion for it. 

As to the situation on the island, honors 
appear to be about equal between the 
Spaniards and the insurgents. While the 
former are reported to have captured and 
destroyed Esperanza, the movable insurgent 
capital, dompelling the transfer of the gov- 
ment to another point, the insurgents are 
said to have won a more decisive advantage 
in the capture of the more important town 
of Hoiguin after a siege by General Garcia. 
Both of these reports may be modified 
somewhat by later ‘ntelligence, however. 

The government authorities at Havana 
are reported to have assumed a more 

stringent censorship over the mails, result- 
ing not merely in the destruction of printed 
matter but in the detention of commercial 
letters. This may lead to protests not 
only on the part of Americans but of citi- 
zens of other countries as well. In case 
“of any difficulty on this point Consul 
General Lee will doubtless make prompt 
report to the government, and strong repre- 
sentations will follow to the Spanish gov- 
ernment at Madrid. 


METHODIST UNITY. 

The joint commission appointed by the 
General Conferences of the two Methodist 
Churches, North and South, has given out 
for publication th€ results of its delibera- 
tion. The commission was empowered to 
formulate a plan for the promotion of uni. 
formity in church worship and codperation 
in missionary fields. The recent meeting of 
the commission in Washington will prove 
the first step, probably, toward an entire 
amalgamation of the two great American 
branches of Wesleyanism, and it is interest- 
ing to note just how much has been accom- 
plished toward that end. 

What seems to be the most significant of 
the various recommendations of the joint 
commission is the last, categorically, and 
Says: 

We also agree to recommend to the General Con- 
ferences of the two churches provision for the 


reception of ministers from one church to the other 
without loss of orders in ministerial standing. 


The logic of this arrangement, if per- 
fected, is so plain as scarcely to need any 
elucidation. It means the acknowledged 
identity of creed, the confessed relationship 
as parts of the same church, and diminishes 
the bar between the General Conference, 
North and South, to the merely formal one 
already existing between the so-called an- 
nual conferences within each church. If 
adopted it will then be as easy for a mem- 
ber of the Northwest Indiana Conference 
to transfer himself to the North Georgia 
Conference as it is now for him to remove 
from Hammond, Ind., to Chicago and be- 
come a member of the Rock River Confer- 
ence without loss of orders in ministerial 
standing. The ceremony required would be 
no more exacting, perhaps less, than that 
prescribed between the presbyteries of the 
Calvinists or the territorial subdivisions of 
other churches, A Detriot Methodist min- 
ister could accept a call to Nashville as 
easily. as Indianapolis, and the inevitable 
mingling of membership would hasten the 
complete union of the two governing bodies 
of the one church. | 25 
In this particular respect the commission 
has more than fulfilled expectations, for it 
has to the limit its delegated au- 
thority. It had no right to plan or suggest 
an actual unjon of the two churches, But 
it seems to have had this in mind for the

cluding an agreement to recognize the nu- 
thority of one church over the other where 
new work may be contemplated in a field 
already occupied by the other. A common 


catechism, hymn book, and order of public 


worship are to be provided tor the two 
chutches. The Epworth league is to be 
recognized officially and measures taken 
by both conferences for its joint regula- 
tion, | 

It has been common for many generations 
for churches to split in two over some ques- 
tion of theology or ritual, and creeds have 
become multiplied until their number is 
nearly past counting, In fact, this ten- 
dency has existed for centuries. Hence the 
reuniting of two great offshoots from the 
parent stem of Methodism will prove not 
only remarkable in itself but signalize possi- 
bly the beginning of a new era in Protes- 
tantism.

SECRET OF POWERS’ STRENGTH. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, who 
has been one of Alderman Powers’ constit- 
uents for the last eight years, endeavored 
to explain to the Ethical Culture society 
last Sunday why that “ notoriously corrupt 
politician ” should hape been the Alderman- 
ic beau ideal for the last decade of the 
voters of a ward which has a population of 
50,000—most of them “ poor but honest.” 

Miss Addams has lived in the Nineteenth 
Ward so long and has studied its .nhabitants 
so closely that her statements as to the mo- 
tives which induce them—Irish, Bohemians, 
Germans, Italians, and Russian and Polish 
Jews—to stand by Powers in the teeth of 
his Aldermanic record are entitled to great 
respect. Nobody can know the thoughts of 
people who is not intimate with them. 

Everybody knows that Powers distrib- 
utes tons of turkeys and geese annually; 
that he has got men places on the pay-rolls 
of the city and of torporations; that he 
contributes to the expenses of funerals, and 
that when a constituent cannot pay his rent 
or a fine Powers helps him out. Everybody 
knows, also, that these acts aave done a 
great deal to keep “a notoriously corrupt 
politician ” in office. 

But according to Miss Addams the more 
simple-minded voters of the ward do not 
dream that these gifts are made and these 
services rendered for the purpose of buying 
their voters. They see in them simply man- 
ifestations of human kindness. These voters 
are all the while rendering services to needy 
friends and neighbors to the extent of their 
ability. They do not see why the generous 
motives which actuate them.to do these 
things on a small scale should not actuate 
Powers when he is generous on a larger 
scale. 

The money which enables Powers to dis- 
play so much generosity is not acquired 
legitimately. But, atcording to Miss Ad- 
dams— 

The more primitive people accept the truthful 
statement of its sources without any shock to their 
moral sense, To their simple minds he gets it 
** from the rich,“ and go long as he again gives 
it out to the poor, as 4 true Robin Hood, with 
open hand, they have no objections to offer. The 
next less primitive people of the vicinage are 
quite willing to admit that he leads the gang in 
the City Council and sells out the city franchises; 
that he is, in short, a successful boodler. But 
when there is intellect enough to get this point 
of view, there is also enough to make the conten- 
tion that this is universally done, but that the 
Alderman of the Nineteenth Ward is unique in 
being so generous. 

When the more! sense of some of the vot- 
ers is undeveloped and the moral sense of 
others is perverted the difficulty of pre 
venting the election pf men like Powers is 
great. It is much greater When aid comes 
to such a candidate from qutside sources. 
Speaking of the unsnecessful ffort to de- 
feat Powers in 1896 Miss Addams said: 

Finding that it was hard to secure enough local 
speakers of the mofal tone which we desired, we 
imported orators from pther parts of the town, 
from the better element, so to speak. Sudden- 
ly we heard it rm red on all sides that, while 
the money and speakers for the reform candidate 
were coming from tie swells, the money which 
was backing our co Alderman also came 
from a swell source. It Was rumored that the 
President of a street car combination, for whom 
he performed constant offices in the City Council, 
was ready to back him to the extent of $50,000; 
that he, too, was a god man and sat in high 
places; that he had recently given a large sum 
of money to an educational institution, and was 
therefore as philanthropic, not to say good and 
upright, as any man in town; that our corrupt 
friend had the sanction of the highest authorities. 


If such an alliance as this is possible— 
if the non-moral and immoral voters of a 
ward are to be reinforced by the wealth of 
franchise-grabbing corporations, then how’ 
will it ever be possible to elect an honest 
Alderman in a ward like the Nineteenth?

REDUCING CHICAGO CARRIER SERVICE. 

The postmaster of this city has been 
asked to submit plans for a reduction of 
the letter carrier service during the re- 
mainder of the present fiscal year—five 
months and a week. The same request has 
been made of the postmasters in all the 
large cities. 

The reason for making this disagreeable 
request is that the appropriation for the 
free delivery service for this fiscal year will 
fall short about $105,000 unless some econo- 
mizing is done, and notice has been served 
on the department by the chairman of the 
Postoftice committee that no deficiency will 
be provided for in the appropriation bill for 
next year. 

Under the circumstances there is nothing 
to do but to cut down expenses. That is 
the proper course to pursue always when 
there is a danger of a deficiency. If there 
had been more cutting down of expenses 
during the last five years the Treasury 
deficits would not have been so large. 

But it is unfortunate that, after so many 
excellent opportunities for retrenchment 
have been neglected, the free delivery 
service should have been selected as a 
victim. Any decrease in the number of 
carriers, and consequently in the number 
of deliveries, incommodes the business-men, 
professional men, and all the other inhab- 
itants of the large cities of the United 
States: They number millions. 

The proposed reduction, if made on any 
“horizontal” basis, will affect Chicago 
more seriously than it will any of the large 
Eastern cities., New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, ete., being nearer the seat of gov- 
ernment, and having more influence with 
the Postoffice department, have always been 
able to get better treatment than Chicago. 

The free delivery facilities in those cities 
are infinitely superior to what they are 
here solely because those cities have been 
specially favored. Their carriers do not 
work as hard. Their postmasters are no 
better managers. But they have been al- 
lowed a disproportionately large proportion 
of the appropriations for the free delivery 
service. ? 

Therefore, if the force in this city is cut 
down at all that in the Eastern cities should 
be reduced more proportionately. Equity 
demands that that course be p 


when they go before the conventions and 
ask for renominations that one highly 
meritorious service at least has been per- 
formed by them. 

There is something else those Congress- 
men should do, and that is to vote end work 
for the Loud bill to make illegitimate sec- 
ond-class mail matter pay fair postal rates. 
If that measure were to become a law the 
enormous annual deficit in the postal rev- 
enues would cease. It would be possible 
to make larger appropriations for the free 
delivery service, and it never would be 
necessary to decrease the facilities, as the 
department is proposing at this time. . 


“FAIR CASH VALUE” OF PROPERTY, 

One of the revenue bills now before the 
Legislature makes the fair cash value of 
property the basis for levying taxes. 
Another bill requires the Assessor to as- 
certain and put down the fair cash value 
of property and then take one-fifth of thut 
as the basis on which all taxes shall be 
levied. All these bills provide for some 
reduction of the present rates of taxa- 
tion which would be excessive if levied 
on a much higher valuation than the one 
which prevails at present. 

A great deal depends on what is meant 
by “a fair cash valuation.” If the in- 
flated, speculative, asking prices for 
reul estate are set down by the Assessor, 
then the assessment is swollen beyond all 
just bounds and the taxes levied will be 
enormous if the different tax rates are not 
cut down greatly. 

But if—as should be the case—the As- 
sessor puts a fair, conservative cash yalne 
on property, listing it at what it will actual- 
ly sell fer at private sale and not at what 
“ boomers think it ought to sell for, then 
the one-fifth of that valuation could with 
safety be made the basis of taxation, as 
has been proposed by the Chicago Real 
Estate board. 

It seems to be the opinion of real estate 
men that houses. flats. and buildings worth 
less than $50,000 are assessed all over 
the city at something like ‘one-sixth, one- 
seventh, or one-eighth of their true value. 
The large, costly structures are the ones 
that are undervalued. By bribery and 
boodling they are put down on the assess- 
ment books at a tenth, a, twelfth, a ff- 
teenth, or a twentieth of their actual value. 

So an assessment made on the basis of 
one-fifth of the actual ‘fair selling value 
of property would add considerably to the 
total assessment for the city. The chief 
contributions to that increase would be made 
by the property whieh is undervalued 
shamefully now. The less valuable proper- 
ty would contribute comparatively little. 

An assessment which was one-fifth of 
a fair cash value should exceed 300 mil- 
lions. The people could stand a tax of 
2 per cent on that valuation for municipal 
purposes, That would produce six millions. 
They could pay even more than that if 
taxation was equal; Its unequal distribu- 
tion has made it so oppressive. 

The extra 1 per cent which the sanitary 
district is allowed.to levy will not be col- 
lected after next year. And as the mad 
scheme for cutting a ship canal through the 
South Side on the line of Sixteenth street 
will not be carried out no new sanitary dis- 
trict taxes will have to be imposed. 

The great desideratum is an honest, 
equitable, uniform valuation of property. 
That is something which, thanks to boodling 
and blackmailing Assessors, the city bas 
not had for years. The people can stand 
taxes levied on the basis of one-fifth of 
an honest assessment which gives the fair, 
conservative selling value of property. 


WHAT THE ELECTION FIGURES snow. 

Senator Vest dwells repeatedly in the 
course of his remarks in defense of free sil- 
ver in the January number of the Forum 
on the fact that about six and a half million 
votes were cast for Bryan in 1896, He 
seems to be of the opinion that since he re- 
ceived so many votes year before last the 
free silver cause is bound to win year after 
next.

The dollar unit of both metals must be of ecual 
intrinsic and exchangeable value, or be adjusted 
th international agreement, or by such safe- 
guards of legislation as shall insure the main- 
tenance of the parity of the two metals and the 
equal power of every dollar at all times in the mar- 
kets and in payment of debts. 

His opponent, Harrison, also ran on a 
sound money platform, but it was not so 
clearly worded and emphatic as that of the 
Democrats. The Populists ran a candidate 
of their own on a fiat money platform. The 
popular vote was as follows:

Thus it appears that when the Democrats 
and Populists united on Bryan in 1896 he 
could look back on and draw great com- 
fort from an anti-Republican majority of 
1,450,112 votes only four years before. 
But that majority which he expected as 
the result of the Democratic and Populist 
fusion did not materialize. 

Adding to Bryan's vote that cast for the 
Bryan-Watson ticket, and to McKinley’s 
the gold Democrat vote cast for Palmer, 
the result was as follows:

Change between 1892 and 1896 


This is what Vest boasts of. Leaving out 
Palmer’s vote, McKinley's gain over 1892 
exceeds two million votes.

A BIT OF ILLINOIS HISTORY. 

There is gratifying evidence in the pro- 
ceedings of the late monthly meeting of 
the Louisiana Historical society at New 
Orleans that the sectional prejudices of a 
generation ago are gradually dying out, at 
least in portions of the South. The occa- 
sion was the presentation to the society 
of a steel engraved portrait of Edward 
Coles, the second Governor of Illinois, ac- 
companied by a copy of his “ Life” by the 
late E. B. Washburne of this city—the 
donor being Miss Coles of Philadelphia, a 
daughter of the Governor. The presenta- 
tion was made in Miss Coles’ name by 
Judge W. W. Howe in a speech in which 
he gave a truthful and appreciative sketch 
of Governor Goles’ career, not omitting the 
noble part he played in 1822-'24 in defeat- 
ing the attempt to establish slavery in II- 
Unois. Incidentally the Judge alluded to 
the case of Alexander P. Field, who was 
a leading actor in the steps which led to the 
submission to the people of Illinois in 1822

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Tun extent to which the horrible fanat- 
icism against the Jews, growing out of the 
Dreyfus scandal in Paris, has gone in the 
cities where French influence predominates 
is Illustrated by the news of rioting at Al- 
giers, in French Africa. While the out- 
break was nominally racial in its origin 
thére are reasons for believing that it was 
joined in by many on account of the oppor- 
tunity it gave for the robbery of the Jew- 
ish merchants and others. The same may 
be true to some extent of the riots in Paris, 
Marseilles, Lyons, and other French cities. 
Disgraceful as these events are to the 
French nation, the scene in the French 
Chamber of Deputies on Saturday last was 
even more 80, because the participants 
were members of the second highest legisla- 
tive body in the land, corresponding to our 
Congressional House of Representatives. 
As described by a Paris dispatch, the af- 
fair amounted to a free fight, in which some 
eighty Deputies were engaged, though the 
fact that 125 neckties were picked up on the 
floor of the chamber after the fight would 
imply that others suffered during the mélée. 
These scenes, participated.in by representa- 
tive citizens of the French Republic in their 
national capital, are bringing both ridicule 
and infamy upon the whole French nation, 
where popular sentimen: seems as powerless 
to suppress disorder as the ‘government 
itself. The republic seems to be gravitat- 
ing rapidly towards anarchy or a return to 
despotism—it is difficult to determine which. 


It is possible that the wild longing of the 
Civil Service commission for an investigas 
tion will be gratified. At the meeting of 
Senator Berry’s police committee yesterday 
it was ordered that all the evidence which 
had been secured touching violations of the 
civil service law be turned over to the grand 
jury for such action as it may see fit to take, 
An investigation by that body will amount 
to much more than one by a legislative or 
a Council committee or by reform organiza- 
tions. For if the grand jury finds that the 
law has been violated it can indict the 
offenders. If they are found guilty they can 
be fined not to exceed $1,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than six months or both. The 
grand jury should not fail to take up this 
matter and thus gratify both the commis- 
sioners and the friends of the civil service 
law. The latter are as anxious for an in- 
vestigation as the former say they are. 


Taxation of Mortgages. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 22.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.}—In an article commenting upon 
the effect of an amendment to the revenue 
law which I introduced in the Senate Jan. 
18 you state that the effect of its adoption 
would compel borrowers to pay 2 per cent 
more for the use of money, and ask: “ Does 
the Senator call that relleving borrowers?” 

That the adoption of my amendment would 
increase the rate of interest 2 per cent is 
an assumption upon your part. 

The lender, if a resident of Illinois and 
an honest man, is making return of his mort- 
gage for taxation, and it would make no 
difference to him. | 

Again, theassesement of a mortgage at cash 
value and taking one-fifth as a basis for 
taxation, as provided in the revenue law, 
would result in the case of farming lends 
of a tax of possibly one-half to three-fourths | 
of 1 per cent upon the cash value; and so 
long as our banks are gorged with money 
seeking investment, and the farming lands 
of Lllinois offer the undoubted security 
which they now do to those who have money 
to loan, the Illinois farmer need have no 
fear of his ability to get all the money he 
wants at present rates. 

The allusion I made to THe TRIBUNE was 
based upon a recent editorial in which you 
favored exemption of mortgages from taxa- 
‘tion on the ground that it was double taxa- 
tion. Permit me to submit an illustration, 
which was a portion of my remarks in sup- 
port of my amendment: 

Suppose A to be the owner of a farm 
worth $10,008, upon which there is a mort- 
gage of $5,000; B to be the owner of a farm 
worth $10,000, upon which there is g mort- 
gage of $5,000; and C to be the owner of the 
two mortgages. Here are three parties who 
stand upon an equality before the law for 
purposes of taxation. 

We will assume that the farms pay 6 per 
cent, which is about the current rate of 
farm mortgage loans (though it is rather a 
violent assumption at the present price of 
farm products). 

When A receives his income of 3000 he 
pays $300 to C; when B receives his income 
of $600 he pays $300 to C; so that A has $300 
net income, B has $300 net income, and C 
has $600 net income. Who of the ree is 
best able to pay taxes? 

If A or B fail to pay interest or principal 
of their indebtedness the State of Illinois, 
through the courts and proper officials, will 
enforce collection of the debts, even to the 
confiscation of the property of A and B. 
Who, in such case, receives most advantage 
from the State and should contribute most 
to its support? 

Will Tun Tatum explain why A and B 
in such case should pay taxes upon a valua- 
tion of $10,000 each and C should be exempt.

The taxation in California of mortgages 
in the manner proposed by Senator Temple- 
ton has raised the rate of interest on farm 
loans in that State. Therefore, when Sen- 
ator Templeton asserts that a different re- 
sult will follow in IlMnois he is setting up 
his dictum against the teachings of experi- 
ence.

$200, while the use of my money is worth 
$300. Therefore I must charge 8 per cent. 
That will give me $400 on each mortgage, of 
which I pay $100 in taxes, leaving me the

INFLUENZA IN THE CITY. 


CITY HEALTH DEPARTMENT SENDS 
OUT A NOTE OF WARNING. 


; 


Eight Fatal 8 ot La Grippe in the 
Last Week Are the Occasion for the 
Fears—The Physicians in the City 
Hall Recall the Conditions of Eight 
Years Ago, When the Death Rate 
Was Noticeably Increased. 


— 


The City Health department has become 
alarmed by the presence of influenza or 
la grippe in the community, and in connec 
tion with the usual weekly mortality report 
yesterday issued a plain statement and warn- 
ing regarding the situation. Eight deaths 
from influenza were reported for the week 
just ended; for the preceding week, none; 
for the corresponding week in 1897, none. 


Warning Is Issued. 


The Health department’s statement is as 
follows: 


health and low death rate, Chicago is threat- 
ened with an epidemic visitation of one of 
the diseases most dreaded by sanitarians. 
Against influenza, or la grippe,’ the pre- 
ventive measures of sanitation and public 
hygiene are powerless. As a recent writer 
says: 

“*We can see it afar off and trace its 
progress; but can do nothing to stop it; and it 
smites the sahitarily pure with a severity 
on the whole much the same as it shows to 
the rest of the world.’ 

“The Health department has been anx- 
lously watching its progress in this city for 
several weeks, hoping there might be some 
mistake in the diagnosis, since it so closely 
resembles some other diseases. But this 
hope was swept away by the reports of 
eight deaths from the ‘ strange and terrible 
disease during the last three days of the 
week just closed. These were reported by 
physicians of such eminence and experi- 
ence as to leave no room for doubt. Three 
of the deaths were from the uncomplicated 
form of the disease, but the remaining five 
showed the characteristic malignant activi- 
ty of the influenza germ in fatal complica- 
tions of pneumonia, apoplexy, and nephri- 
tis. 

The last epidemic of this disease in Chi- 
cago, together with the impure water dis- 
eases, increased the total deaths from 21,860 
in 1890 to 27,754 in the epidemic year, 1891— 
an increase of more than one-fifth; and 
numbers of the survivors have never since 
regained their former condition of mental 
and physical health. 

This added terror of the disease makes it 
all the more important that nothing should 
be neglected which may tend to its restric- 
tion; and to this end Health Commissioner 
Dr. Reynolds points out that influenza or 
the grip is a germ disease, and therefore con- 


| tagious. 


Keep Out of Its Way. 


Hence the obvious thing to do is to follow 
the advice of the authorities— keep out of 
the way of the contagion.’ 

Where strict isolation has been possible, 
as in certain institutions, the disease has 
seldom appeared; most risk of catching the 
disease is run in public buildings or ill-venti- 
lated rooms of any sort—a street car or rail- 
way carriage with closed windows not ex- 
cepted. 

By ‘keeping out of the way of the con- 
tagion is meant, among other things, avoid- 
ing close contact with one suffering from 
the disease, do not sleep in the same room, 
still less in the same bed, with such a suffer- 
er, and do not use any article or utensil in 
common with such. 

It is also certain that all kinds of ex- 
cesses in hving, as well as exposure and 
fatigue, invite, invite attacks of the disease. 
All observers have testified to its frequency 
and to its heavy mortality in the alcoholic 
particularly, and also in the overworked 
and harassed. 

They are further agreed that self-dosing 
with so-called influenza cures’ and speci- 
fics is not only useless, but positively dan- 
gerous, and that mildness of attack and 
speedy recovery are best insured by taking 
to bed at once and following the advice of a 
competent physician: 

“It is the worst folly to struggle on with 
work and to attempt to fight the disease—a 
plan that, although some came through suc- 
cessfully (in the last epidemic), was never- 
theless the cause of the loss of many ‘ives. 
This is of special importance to those be- 
yond middie life with crippled hearts, kid- 
neys, or other vital organs. 

In some respects influenza resembles 
consumption in its mode of propagation, 
therefore the same precautions with regard 
to the gecretion from the nose, mouth, and 
throat should be observed. These secre.ions 
literally teem with the influenza bacilli, 
and they should be immediately destroyed 
or thoroughly disinfected under the advice 
of the attending physician. The rooms, bed- 
ding, clothing, etc., of influenza. patients 
should also be thoroughly disinfected and 
the Health department is prepared to per- 
form such disinfection whenever notificd. 

‘** During the last week there was an in- 
crease of thirty-six deaths as compared 
with the week previous and of sixteen 
deaths, as compared with the corresponding 
week of 1897. This increase is chiefly among 
the diseases affected by the influenza germ, 
and, though not very great, ia important on 
that account. 

The increase in the deaths from the im- 
pure water diseases was foreshadowed in 
the warnings of Jan. 12 and 13, and there 
is reason to fear further trouble from the 
recent pollution of the water supply unless 
precaution is taken to boil the water or 
resort to some other means of purification.“

If, how- 
ever, we maintain another metallic stand- 
ard and enforce that position by opening 
our mints to the free coinage of silver the 
syndicate of national debt would become as 


strong friends of silver as is my friend from 


Colorado, the author of this resolution, for 
they would naturally see to it that they 


would not lose anything on their holdings 


of government obligations.“ 

Mr. Turpie analyzed the bill proposed by 
thé monetary commission and sharply at- 
tacked the proposition that all debts should 
be payable in gold.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
When the delegates to the monetary con- 
vention enter the Grand Opera-House to- 
morrow afternoon they will behold a display 
of the national colors in bunting and flags 
that will suggest a national Fourth of July 
celebration more than a gathering to advise 
on currency reform. It was the desire of 
the Committe on Arrangements that the 
meeting here should partake of the enthu- 
siasm that marked the closing days of the 
last campaign. 0 

The scattering delegations from the East 
and West which have already appeared to- 
night are of one mind. In their interviews 
they all insist that Senator Teller’s resolu- 
tion now pending will assist more than any 
other one thing in molding the action of the 
convention for a definite announcement for 
the single gold standard and monetary re- 
form along the lines proposed in the’ recent 
report of the Monetary commission, 

The headquarters for the delegates arriv- 
ing are at the Denison Hotel. George Foster 
Peabody, a big gold Democrat, of New York, 
is a guest of Chairman H. H. Hanna of the 
Executive committee, but the rest of the 
New York delegation is at the Bates House, 
where they arrived this afternoon. Henry 
W. Peabody of Boston is here with a part 
of the New England delegation. 

Chairman Hanna will call the convention 
to order at 2 o’clock, and at once introduce 
Governor Shaw of Iowa as permanent chair- 
man. Governor Mount will deliver the wel- 
coming address, after which the reading of 
the Monetary commission report is ex- 
pected to take up most of the afternoon. 

The main business of the evening session 
Will be an address by Charles S. Fairchild 
of New York, after which the visitors will 
be entertained by the Commercial club and 
the Board of Trade. Chairman Hanna has 
not yet announced Wednesday's program. 

The first bugle blast of the convention 
was really heard tonight at the Columbia 
club, where Commissioner Robert 8. Taylor 
of Fort Wayne made an address,of 20,000 
words on the report of the commission “and 
the banking system in general. Judge Tay- 
lor is a candidate for the Senatorial seat of 
Mr. Turpie of this State.

Library Board Cannot Incur Fur- 


ther Indebtedness. 


MATTER TO COME UP AGAIN. 


President Hatch of the Public Library 
board holds that the decision of Judge Tuley 
in the garbage contracts covers the position 
of the Library board relative to the lease of 
the Grand Army quarters. He maintains 
that a purchase of a portion of the fifty-yeer 
contract by agreeing to furnish heat and 
light is equivalent to the creation of a con- 
tingent indebtedness, and as such falls 
under the law as construed by Judge Tuley. 
President Hatch made the announcement 
yesterday in the following letter, which he 
sent to the members of the board: 

I inclose you a copy of the decislon rendered by 
Judge Tuley which enjoins the city from carrying 
out a contract because it creates an indebtedpess 
beyond the present appropriation. This prohibits 
such a lease as the Grand Army Hal! and Memcrial 
assuciation requests, and in fact any lease which 
puts on the city the burden of paying for heat, 
light, ete., beyond the current year. I have marked 
the portion applicable to this question. I leave 
the city at 6:30 p. m., and will be gone the rest 
of the week, and I should like very much to 
gee you before I go. Call me up by telephone 
when you come in. Yours very truly.

Part of Decision Quoted. 


The marked passage in Judge Tuley’s de- 
cision in the M. C. McDonald bill for injunc- 
tion against the city is as follows: 

The point raised by the bill, which is brought in 
by amendment, is that the contracts are void for 
the reason that they create an indebtedness on 
the part of the city which the city has no power 
to create, because at the time of making the 
2 it was indebted beyond the 5 per cent 
of the value of taxable property of the city as as- 
certained by the last assessment for the city 
and county taxes. In other words, it comes within 
the prohibition of section 12, article 9, of the 
constitution, which provides, that no county or 
city, te., or other municipal corporation shall be 
allowed to become indebted in any manner or for 
any purposes to an amount, including existing in- 
debtedness, in the aggregate to exceed 5 per 
centum of the value of the taxable property of 
the city, county, or corporation as ascertained 
by the last assessment for city and county taxes 
previous to the incurring of such indebtedness.’ 

1 have heard from the majority of the 
members of the board,“ said Mr. Haten be- 
fore leaving the city. Several of the dircc- 
tors will be out of the city on Friday, and it 
has been agreed that the lease will not be 
taken up at the regular meeting on that day. 
As soon as I am relieved trom my ovro- 
fessional engagements in Minneapolis we 
will take up the matter again. I am con- 
vinced that the obligation which the board 
is asked to assume is virtually the creation 
of a contingent indebtedness, and is covered 
by Judge Tuley’s decision. To make a lease 
as proposed for thirty years means the as- 
sumption on the part of the board of an addi- 
tional expenditure of $10,000 a year, org, - 
000 for the term. It would be an indebted- 
ness, and as such falls under the court's 
view of the matter. It appears to me that 
the board cannot assume any obligation 
without danger of being enjoined, until the 
Supreme Court has reversed Judge Tuley, or 
affirms, when the board would be shut off 
from any further consideration of a pur- 
chase of a valuable part of the original 


lease.“ 


Position of the Grand Army. 


Colonel H. 8. Dietrich, the chairman of the 
special committee of the Grand Army Hail 
and Memorial association, said: 

„Mr. Hatch's position is not a tenable 
one. There is no assumption of an indebted- 
ness. It is simply a condition imposed upon 
the board to provide in its annual appropr'!- 
ations for the expenditure of the expense 
of maintaining the rooms set apart for us. 
We have not asked for the purchase of any 
part of our lease. The board itself made 
such an offer in order to compromise, and 
the Grand Army people have tentatively 
agreed to accept a shortened lease in order 
to settle a disputed point. Whether Judge 
Tuley’s decision is right or wrong, there is 
no indebtedness being created by the board 
in taking care of our rooms in its own build- 
ing. Such care is part of the maintenance 
of the building. To say that it would cost 
$10,000 a year to heat and light and care for 
a space one-tenth of the aggregate of che 
library building is preposterous.” 


APPEAL IN ANTI-TRUST CASE. 


Argument Is Put Over Until March 1 
to Give a Chance for Legislative 
Amendments. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
appeal in the anti-trust law case, which was 
to have been argued before the Court of Ap- 
peals today, was put over until March 1. 


There are four cases involved in the matter, 
and only one has thus far been appealed to 


the Court of Appeals. That is the case of 
Samuel Sloan of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western. The delay is occasioned by 
the supplemental order of the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court, its original de- 
cision not having been prepared. The rail- 
road Presidents party to the proceedings 
were represented by David Wilcox and Lewis 
L. Carr. Both asked that a postponement 
be had until the other appeals had been filed 
by the Attorney General. For the Attorney 
General J. Newton Fiero acquiesced in the 
motion for postponement. He did+ oppose, 
however, any action which would delay the 
tinal termination of the case until the latter 
part of the session of the Legislature. 

He said that there were certain questions 
of procedure involved which, if decided con- 
trary to the position taken by the State Law 
department, would necessitate amendments 
to the anti-trust law by the Legislature, and 
in order to secure the passage of such 
amendments, if necessary, it was important 
that the decision of the Court of Appeals 
should be given at no far future day. The at- 
torneys for the State will ask the court to 
consider and pass upon the constitutionality 
of the anti-trust act. 

The legislative session is well advanced 
by March, and as the court will take a week 
to consider the matter it is believed that any 
amendment which might be suggested 
would scarcely be through the Legislature. 


GAMBLERS FINED THE LIMIT. 


Judge Waterman Decides That Leo 


Nayer and Sigmar Levy Must 
Pay $2,000 Each. 


Leo Mayer and Sigmar Levy, convicted 
of gambling, were fined $2,000 each yester- 
day morning by Judge Waterman. The 
fine is the heaviest allowed by the law. The 
cefendants were given thirty dass in which 
to file a bill of exceptions and gave notice 
of an appeal to the Appellate Court. Both 
were released on open court recognisances. 
The verdict was decided on Saturday hight 
and was sealed for report to Judge Water- 
man yesterday morning. Mayer and Levy 
were accused of selling race pools at 12 
Plymouth place.

NORTHERN OUTLETS RUMORED FOR 
THE KANSAS CITY AND GULF, 


— 


Burlington and Quincy Expected to 
Supply the Link to Chicago and the 
Great Western Another to St. Pau!— 
Negotiations Are Under Way—Raten 
te National Manefacterers’ A- 
ciation Meeting and Other Events— 


Transcontinental Traffic Affairs. 
———— 


There are indications that the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gult will soon have outlets 
both to Chicago and to St. Faul. The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy 1s to afford the 
Gulf road an outlet to Chicago and the Chi- 
cago Great Western to St. Paul. : 

Arrangements, it is said, have been prac- 
tically completed between the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and. Gulf and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroads whereby the 
former will use the latter’s line from Quincy, 
III., to Chicago. The Gulf road has already 
leased the right to use the Burlington's de- 
pot and terminals at Quincy and the Bur- 
maton bridge across the Mississippi at that 
point. 

A contract for the use of the Burlington 
tracks by the Pittsburg and Gulf for freight 
and passenger traffic between Quincy and 
Chicago is reported to have been drawn up, 


Stillwell, General Manager Gilham, and the 
attorneys of the Pittsburg and Gulf. Offi- 
cials of both roads say the deal has not yet 
been consummated, but it Is believed that it 
will go through. 

Branch lines now building and near com- 
pletion will give the Gulf road its entrance 
to Quincy, and these lines, with another 
branch, the Omaha, Kansas City and East- 
ern, on which trains are now running be- 
tween Quincy and Omaha, will complete the 
Gulf road's system from Omaha to Port Ar- 
thur, Tex. 

A storm has been raised among Kansas 
City shippers and .merchants by the an- 
nouncement of the Pitisburg and Gulf offi- 
clals that they propose making, when their 
lines are completed, the same rates on ship- 
ments from all gulf ports to Omaha as are 
made to Kansas City, or, in other words, 
that freight will be hauled through Kansas 
City, from points 200 miles further north, at 
Kansas City rates. 

A meeting of traffic officials will be held 
in this city today at which the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf will be represented, with 
a view of reaching some agreement as re- 
gards relative rates from Kansas City to the 
gulf, and from Kansas City to Chicago. 


Kansas City to gulf ports not a bushel of 
corm from the Missouri River has come to 
Chicago since Jan. 1, 1898. Unless the gulf 
roads agree to maintain reasonable rates 
the Chicago roads will have to reduce their 
tariffs or do without the business. 
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Western roads have agreed to make a 
rate of a fare and one-third for the round 
trip for the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ association, to be 
held in New York City Jan. 25 to27. Re- 
duced rates for this event have also been au- 
thorized by the Central Passenger and 
Trunk Line associations, both of which will 
have Western Passenger assoclatiqn cer- 
tificates.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Arti- 
cles of incorporation have been filed w th 
the Secretary of State for Nebraska of the 
reorganized Union Pacific railway company. 
The capital stock is placed at $136,000,000. 
The fee for incorporating under the State 
law was $13,600, and was paid in cash by 
General Solicitor Kelly of Omaha. The 
title under which the new company organizes 
differs from the old only in the last word, 
which is company instead of the word 
system,“ as originally incorporated. The 
articles declare that the company will 
operate a main line of road from Omaha 
to Ogden and branches. It does not state 
specifically what branches, so the specula- 
tion as to whether the company will get buck 
the many valuable pieces of the segregated 
property is still unanswered. The papers 
do not state positively that Omaha will be 
the headquarters of the company, but de- 
clare that the general place of business 
shall be at Omaha. This relieves much 
fear felt here to the effect that the Van- 
derbilts contemplated removing the head- 
quarters to Chicago and combining them 
with other departments of the Northwestern 
system. The articles of incorporation de- 
clare that the company may be engaged 
in railroading, mining, land business, stag- 
ing, stores, and the operation of steamship 
lines. The latter phrase is considered sig- 
nificant in view of the discussion concerning 
the new company absorbing the Oregon 
If the 
Union Pacific does not reach the Pacific 
coast it cannot operate steamships, and it 
cannot reach the coast unless via the Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation company. 
Denver, Colo., Jan. 24.—With its capital 
stock placed at $136,006,000, it cost the re- 
organized Union Pacific railway just $20,- 
402.50 to incorporate under the laws of “olo- 
rado..

ACCOUNTING IN. CATON ESTATE. 


Second Annual Report Filed in Pro- 
bate Court Showing Receipts 
and Expenditures. 


The second annual account of the estate 
of John Dean Caton was filed in the Pro- 
bate Court yesterday. It shows total re- 
ceipts since the last account, Dec. 26, 1806, 
of $249,646, with expenditures amounting to 
$226,615, leaving a balance in the hands of 
the executor, Arthur J. Caton, of $23,021. 
The income of the estate was $89,432. From 
the sale and distribution of real estate was 
realized $55,144. The securities in kind 
amount to $243,817, and $99,119 is represent- 
ed by loans and mortgages. The expenses 
of administration for the year figure up 
$22,400, of which $20,000 has been paid to 
Arthur J. Caton for fees as executor. Thé 
distribution of the funds of the estate to the 
legatees amounted to $204,215. Caroline C. 
Williams received $101,571, Arthur J. Caton 
$71,571, and Arthur J. Caton, Norman Will- 
ilams, and Thomas D. Catlin, trustees for 
John Dean and Norman Towne, $31,071. 
Most of the estate distributed consisted of 
stocks and bonds.
